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THE POPES AND THE 


HOLY NAME SOCIETY 


BY A. MATRE, K, 5S. 6G. 


(Past President of the United Holy Name Societies of the Archdiocese of 
Chicago.) 


POPE GREGORY XIII. 
A. D. 1572-1585 


PE GREGORY XIII occupied 

the see of St. Peter from A. D, 
1572 to 1585. Under his pontificate 
the following noteworthy events of 
interest to the Holy Name Society 
should be recorded: 


At the time of Pope Gregory 
XIII, the Holy Name Society exist- 
ed in every country of Europe and 
even in America. We read that 
this pope published on March 24, 
1580, a Papal Bull called “Reddi- 
turi,” in which he granted various 
indulgences to the Holy Name Con- 
fraternity established in Cisco, 
Peru, South America. This dis- 
closes that the Holy Name Society 
had already been established on the 
American Continent and had fol- 
lowed the trail of Christopher Co- 
lumbus — Pope Gregory granted 
plenary and partial indulgences to 
the Holy Name members which can 
be gained every month upon recep- 
tion of Holy Communion. 


Gregory XIII granted in 1582 to 
the diocese of Siena, Italy, the ob- 
servance of the Feast of the “Tri- 
-umph of the Holy Name,” which 
had been granted to the Franciscan 
Order by Pope Clement VII, on 
February 25, 1530. Two years la- 
ter the same pope granted it to 
the diocese of Florence, Italy. The 
writer Molanus, who died in Lou- 
vain in 1585, says in his “History 
of Sacred Images and Pictures,” 
that the Feast of the Holy Name 
was celebrated in. many churches 
and that there existed many con- 
fraternities of the Holy Name 


St. Charles Borromeo, Cardinal 
of Milan, died in 1584, under the 
pontificate of Pope Gregory. The 
Cardinal was a nephew of Pius IV, 
and like the latter was greatly de- 
voted to the Holy Name movement. 
His uncle had, namely, addressed a 
special Papal Letter to all Chris- 
tendom recommending the Holy 
Name Society and urging all Pa- 
triarchs, Archbishops and Bishops 
throughout the world to favor and 
promote its cause. When the news 
of the death of Cardinal Borromeo 
was brought to Pope Gregory XIII, 
he exclaimed, “A light has been ex- 
tinguished in Israel.” Pope Greg- 
ory XIII was a pupil of St. Charles 
Borromeo. 


Under Gregory XIII the first 
missionaries carried the Holy Name 
of Jesus to the Phillippine Islands 
in 1577. Three leaders were the 
Franciscans, Pedro de Alfaro, Pab- 
lo a Jesu, and St. Peter Baptist. 


They named their Province “St. 
Gregory,” likely, in honor of Greg- 
ory under whose pontificate it was 
erected. ‘ 


Biography of Pope Gregory XII. 
Pope Gregory XIII was born in 
Bologna, Italy, February 7, 1502. 
His family name was Ugo Buon- 
compagni. Pius IV created him 
Cardinal. After the death of St. 
Pius V, he was elected pope on 
May 13, 1572.. He became a great 
champion of education and estab- 
lished many schools and colleges, 
not only in Romie but in_ other 
countries, which were liberally en- 
dowed by him. He won a lasting 
fame by reforming the calendar 
which is now used almost through- 
out the world and is known as the 
Gregorian Calendar. This took 
place in 1582, when the Pope order- 
ed that October 5th should be Oc- 
tober 15th. He also erected the 
Quirinal Palace in Rome A. D. 
1580. This palace was the former 
residence of the popes in summer 
time. At present it is occupied by 
the King of Italy, and recently the 
marriage between Crown Prince 
Humbert of Italy and Princess Jose 
of Belgium was performed there. 
Like his illustrious predecessors 
Pope Pius [IV and Pope St. Pius V, 
Pope Gregory encouraged the Holy 
Name movement and bestowed upon 
it many favors and indulgences. 
He died at Rome; April 10, 1585. 
A beautiful monument has been 
erected over his tomb in St. Peter’s 
Church by the artist Camillo Rus- 
coni, 


HOLY NAME COMMENT 

The solicitude manifested by 
Pope Gregory XIII in behalf of the 
Holy Name movement is best shown 
in his Papal Bull which he sent to 
America granting spiritual favors 
and indulgences to Holy Name 
members. These and other indul- 
gences are noted in the Holy Name 
Manual, a small prayer book which 
ought to be in the hands of every 
Holy Name member. This prayer 
book can be obtained through any 
Catholic Book store, or at Holy 
Name Headquarters, Lexington 
Ave. and 66th Street, New York, 
N. Y., likewise ordered from Our 
Sunday Visitor. 

The Prophecy of St. Malachy 
calls Gregory XIII, “Medium corpus 
Pilarum”—“The Demi-dragon with 
the Balls.” (In his coat of arms 
Pope Gregory bore a dragon, also 
balls, the latter in honor of Pius 
[V, who had raised him to the car- 
dinalate and who bore balls in his 
coat of arms.)

are making a contribution to a re- 
ligious cause. We can readily un- 
derstand why many Catholics would 
not loan money to their own par- 
ishes, preferring that their pastor 
or his Board of Trustees should not 
know what they have available for 
investment.

If some dioceses, owing to too rap- 
fd growth during the boom era, 
with consequent increase of indebt- 
edness, have had a difficult strug- 
gle the past year or two, it is in 
large part due to the high rate of 
interest they must pay. 


Warnings have been sounded 
many times, but they have gone 
unheeded, to the effect that people 
should not purchase stocks or bonds 
from high-powered salesmen, who 
have no interest whatsoever in the 
transaction other than their com- 
mission. The motto of everyone 
investing should be “safety first 
for the principal,” even if the re- 
turn of interest might be somewhat 
lower as compared to that offered 
on less sound securities.

In the actual 
conditions, the machinery and in- 
stitutions created to deal with the 
violators of the laws, are, in a large 
measure, the agencies whereby vice 
and crime are produced and dif- 
fused. ... + 

“All past ages, when compared 
with our own were, in a sense, ages 
of ignorance, and there may be 
reasons for thinking that the man 
of the future will place our century 
in the same category. A dark age 
certainly it shall be called when 
considered from the point of view 
‘of conduct, when character is held 
to be the only sufficient test of en- 
lightenment. The immature and the 
degenerate prefer pleasure to vir- 
tue and power, and they who prefer 
money to truth and love are also 
immature or degenerate. Greed not 
less than sensuality marks epochs, 
in which all things are verging to- 
ward ruin. We are at present under 
the tyrannous sway of the spirit of 
commercialism and expansion, and 
our very thought is made subser- 
vient to the ideal of vulgar success; 
but they who have best insight, 
have a fine scorn of current opinion. 
They are able to do without its 
approval and end by receiving it.” 

If the above quoted words con- 
tained a truth twenty-five years 
ago, how much more deserving of 
condemnation is the secular press 
to-day! 

Only when the Catholic people 
regard the patronage of the Catho- 
lic press as a duty in the same 
manner as they regard the patron- 
age of the Catholic school, can we 
hope to reach nearly every home 
with literature calculated to unify 
Catholic thought and Catholic ac- 
tion.

Labor Hold Hope 
— Of Recovery

New York.—Until the social 
character of labor, as recognized in 
the teachings of the Catholic 
Church, is accepted in industry 
there can be no recovery from the 
present depression and no perman- 
ent social order, the Rev. Dr. Fran- 
cis J. Haas, Director of the Nation- 
al Catholic School of Social Service, 
said in an address delivered re- 
cently before the Catholic Confer- 
ence on Industrial Problems. 


Dr. Haas spoke on “Wages and 
Hours in Relation to the Encyclical, 
Forty Years After.” In the course 
of his address, he asserted that un- 
der existing conditions the working 
week must be reduced to 35 hours, 
or even 30 hours, as proposed in the 
Black Bill, now before Congress. 
With the reduction of hours, he 
said, there should be no reduction 
of. wages, but, on the contrary, an 
increase, 


Question of Jurisdiction 


“No discussion of the teaching of 
the Catholic Church on industrial 
questions,” Dr. Haas said, “has any 
practical meaning unless one point 
is agreed on. It is the question of 
jurisdiction. If it is held that the 
business system is a sovereign 
state and that, in their business 
dealings, business men are free to 


only to the penalties of the system, 
the discussion must end then and 
there. But if it is held that the 
business system is not a sovereign 
state and that, in their business 
dealings, business men are account- 
able at the bar of conscience, then 
there is common ground for dis- 
cussion. Only on this assumption 
is there significance in the question: 
What does the Catholic Church 
teach regarding industrial prob- 
lems and what obligation does it 
impose on Catholics to contribute, 
according to their ability, to the 
reconstruction of the social order? 

“Now, when the Catholic Church, 
because of its Divine commission, 
claims moral authority to decide 
the right and the wrong of the in- 
dustrial system, it makes the ele- 
mentary distinction made in medi- 
cine between medical practice and 
human beings. Industrial research, 
invention, and experiment are one 
thing. The human being is some- 
thing entirely different. About the 
one the Church is not concerned. 
About the other it is mightily con- 
cerned,”

The Diocese of Indianapolis, ac- 
cording to the 1928 census figures 
published in the Official Catholic 
Directory, had a Catholic popula- 
tion of 135,775. In addition to the 
two Bishops there are two Mitred 
Abbots in the diocese and a total 
of 332 priests. The total number 
of churches is 240. 

There were, in 1928, 510 stu- 
dents for the diocesan clergy in 
the major and minor seminaries 
and 134 students in three semi- 
naries of religious Orders. There 
are ten colleges and high schools 
for boys and 19 academies for 
girls. There is also a college for 
women. The parochial school en- 
rollment was 22,134. The diocese 
also maintains an orphans’ asylum, 
two industrial schools, six hos- 
pitals and two homes for the aged.

will not be brought to an end, the 
Rev. Dr. John A. Ryan, Director 
of the Department of Social Ac- 
tion, National Catholic Welfare 
Conference, said in an address de- 
livered recently at a session of the 
Catholic Conference on Industrial 
Problems. 
The conference, sponsored by 
His Eminence Patrick Cardinal 
Hayes, Archbishop of New York, 
is. being held under the honorary 
chairmanship of the Most Rev. 
John A. Ryan, Auxiliary Bishop of 
New York. The Rev. Dr. E. Rob- 
erts Moore, Director of the Divi- 
sion of Social Action of the Cath- 
olic Charities of New York, is gen- 
eral chairman of the sessions, 
which are being held at the Hotel 
Astor. 

There is no hope of recovery 
from the automatic operation of 
economic forces, or from the ini- 
tiative or sustained efforts of busi- 
ness men, Dr. Ryan said. Answer- 
ing the question in the title of his 
address, “Will the Depression Ever 
End?” Dr. Ryan said: 

“The answer to this question is 
‘no’ unless something drastic and 
fundamental is done by the gov- 
ernment of the United States. Will 
the Federal Government take the 
necessary action? The answer and 
the decision depend upon one man. 
His name is Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
We should all earnestly pray God 
to give him the vision and courage 
that he will sorely need in the 
stupendous task of leading the 
American people out of this valley 
of indecision and despondency. 
Facts of the Depression 

“Consider the salient facts of 
the industrial depression. It is the 
worst in length and breadth and 
depth that has ever afflicted these 
United States. Since 1929 the 
general level of business activity 
has declined by almost fifty per 
cent. The national income has 
fallen in about the same measure. 
Employment has decreased more 
than forty per cent, wage pay- 
ments by sixty per cent and the 
income of farmers by sixty-six per 
cent. As a consequence of these 
losses, the purchasing power of 
our people has been cut in two. A 
further consequence is the impos- 
sibility of any sustained industrial 
improvement through the initiative 
of business men or the beneficent 
action of consumers. 

“This discouraging conclusion is 
confirmed by the following elemen- 
tary facts. The volume of business 
transactions cannot increase with- 
out an increase in the sale of 
goods. No considerable increase in 
sales can take place without an in- 
crease in the purchasing power of 
the millions who would buy more 
if they had the money. In other 
words, the vanished purchasing 
power must first be recreated. To 
be sure, there still exists a large 
amount of unused purchasing 
power in the hands of millions who 
are still in receipt of incomes.

THE “KNOW ALLS” 


We have often made the observation that men who 
have attained a reputation for being clever in some 
fields, in their pride assume that they are informed uni- 
yersally and are competent to pronounce an accurate 
judgment on practically every subject. 

Arthur Brisbane, whose syndicated comments on 
topics of the day are printed in hundreds of daily news- 
papers throughout the land, is one of the men who pre-~ 
tend to universal knowledge. 

Commenting recently on the Baptism in the Greek 
‘Orthodox Church of the baby girl of King Boris and the 
former Princess Elena, he says: “Once upon a time 
fhe world believed that this would make a great differ- 
ence to the baby. The theory, not complimentary to 
Divine Power, was that if you were wrongly baptized it 
Was impossible to go to Heaven. Few people, proba- 
bly, believe now that Divine Justice would treat a baby 
gs severely as that, for something not its fault.” 

As a matter of fact the Catholic Church is quite pre- 
pared to believe in the validity of a Baptism by a Greek 
Orthodox clergyman. The Catholic grievance was 
@zainst the implication contained in such a Baptism, 
pamely, that the child will be raised in a religion which is 
mot that of the Church, which Christ instituted and 
which He commissioned to baptize. The Baptism ad- 
Sninistered by the Greek Orthodox priest actually ad- 
mitted the child into the Catholic Church, of which the 
Sacrament of Baptism to be, by divine institution, is the 
door. But the rearing of the child in another faith is 
@ different matter. 

Brisbane continued: “Once upon a time the belief 
Ghat Baptism was necessary to salvation was useful, as 
mearly all beliefs are, originally.” 

We fail to understand how such a belief could be 
@seful at one time and not at another, or even necessary 
at one time and not at another, if Christ never withdrew 
His words: “Unless one be born again of water and the 
Holy Ghost he cannot enter into the Kingdom of God.” 
The Catholic Church never taught that unbaptized in- 
fants are lost in the sense that they are punished in hell. 

Brisbane fails to take account of the fact that man’s 
attitude towards any divinely revealed teaching counts 
for nothing. Faith consists in believing objective 
truths divinely revealed, which must be true simply 
because they are facts disclosed by Heaven, and must 
be accepted by man whether they appeal to him or not. 
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EVILS RESULTING FROM PREJUDICES 

In an editorial which appeared sometime ago in 
COLLIER’S we read: 

“But we can hasten the time of recovery immeas- 
wrably if for once in our history we lay aside partisan- 
ship, prejudice and claptrap, and focus all the intelli- 
gence we possess and can employ upon the large matters 
immediately in front of us. We face no difficulty which 
we lack the mind to solve if only we are willing to 
fwork our minds and rest our prejudices,” 

The same principle applied to religious groups 
4vrould overcome nearly all hostility displayed in various 
parts of the world against religion, against the indis- 
golubility of marriage, against the age-long standards 
of morality. The prejudices against the Catholic 
Church among groups prevents them from speaking out 
when persecution, basically inspired by anti-Christian

When the Jews massacred 
St. James the Lesser, his brother, 
Simeon, reproached them for their 
atrocious cruelty and was chosen 
to succeed his brother as Bishop 
of Jerusalem. He died in the year

irible tortures for several days, 
despite his 120 years of age.

NEW YORK CITY.—Warning us 
not to be “fooled by any economic 
system that leaves God out of the 


Graham, St. Patrick’s Cathedral, 
assailed technocracy on the ground 
that the system, if put in force, 
would leave the world “even more 
sinful than it is now.” 


“Just what technocracy is meant 
to convey is as vague in my mind 
as it must be in the minds of the 
technocrats,” Father Graham said. 
“Tt seems to be a kind of commun-. 
ism. But the only place commun- 
ism works out successfully is in 
religious communities where the 
first and last end is God. 


“IT am not concerned with the 
methods of the technocrats but I 
am deeply interested in their pro- 
mises of more leisure and of cessa- 
tion of crime. If men have more 
leisure sin will flourish—we all 
know the truth of the old sayy 
‘The devil finds mischief for idle 
hands.’ But perhaps the techno- 
erats expect no difficulty from that 
source. Maybe they have made a 
deal with Satan.” . 


Pope Will [lumine Cross 
On “Holy Mountain” Top 


An iron cross almost forty feet 
high, erected on top of the “holy 
mountain” La Verna, will be illu- 
minated for the first time by the 
Pope from the Vatican as one of 
the observances of the Holy Year 
the Pontiff has promulgated be- 
ginning next April 2. 

His Holiness, probably on Easter 
night, will press a button in the 
Vatican which will send out a sig- 
nal through the Vatican radio to 
a receiving station on the moun- 
tain. This will complete a circuit 
and light the lamps studding the 
cross. Persons dozens of miles 
away will be able to see the spec- 
tacle. 

The technical arrangements are 
like those of Marconi, when from 
Italy he lighted the statue of 
Christ the King at Rio de Janeiro 
last year. 

Mount La Verna’is dedicated to 
St. Francis. There is a Franciscan 
monastery and shrine on the emi- 
nence to which an annual pilgrim- 
age is made. A Franciscan, Msgr. 
Eugenio Vallega, originated the 
project of the illuminated cross and 
collected the funds for it. After 
the initial lighting by the Pope, 
the cross will shine over the sur- 
rounding valleys every night.

VATICAN CITY.—The new en-| 
trance to the Vatican museums, in- 
augurated by Pope Pius on Dec. 7, | 
and now open to the public,.is go- 
ing to be a great boon to tourists, 
as welk as a beautiful and prac- 
tical approach to the world-renown- 
ed treasures contained there. 

Every one who visits Rome goes 
to the Vatican. It would be un- 
thinkable to miss the sculpture, the 
painting, the Sistine Chapel, the 
frescoes of Raphael and the thou-| 
sand and one other glories of those 
amazingly rich museums.

Three 
things have caused people to suffer 
shipwreck of soul: money, lust, and 
worldly ambition or pride. Now 
the Religious cuts off these sources 
of temptation at one stroke by the 
three vows of poverty, chastity, 
and obedience. The vow of poverty 
prevents him from acquiring 
riches and frees him at the same 
time from financial worries; the 
vow of chastity deprives him of 
the pleasures of the married state

Ford. These four were the pioneer 
band of Maryknoll, and at the time 
Volume I of these chronicles was 
writen, three were still toiling in 
China. Father Price has fallen un- 
der his burden and his body lies in 
Happey Valley Cemetery, Hong- 
kong. Each succeeding year has 
witnessed the departure of other 
Maryknoll groups. Some of the 
writings are Official Chronicles; 
others, messages from one or other 
of the Missionaries. Together they 
form a continuation of Observation 
in the Orient. With brave gaiety 
the exiles have sung the song of 
the Lord in a strange land. The 
lively and joyous recital of their 
adventures make easy reading, but 
one is soon caught by the deeper 
spiritual significance of the battle 
they wage for Christ. The spirit 
of young America is in their 
words, ennobled by union with the 
mission of the worldwide church— 
to “teach all nations.”

‘salvation. It must be evident to 
you that as Prudence holds the 
first place in this list of four vir- 
tues, it must be the constant com- 
panion and guide in the practice 
of every other virtue. Just decide 
‘once for all that without Prudence 
'there is ne virtue. 

By way of comparison you are 
aware of the failure of those who 
‘invest and plunge into business or 
even social affairs “imprudently.” 
The same unenlightened spiritual 
conduct will bring like spiritual 
‘failure. If. you: have not realized 
the necessity of this virtue before, 
consider it well now. Your char- 
acters are still in process of for- 
mation. Prudence does not mean

You remember that, in the sea- 
son of Advent, we took four weeks 
to get ready for the great feast of 
Christmas. So now, in the Easter 
season of the Church year, we take 
seventy days to prepare for the 
feast of Easter, that joyous day 
when Christ rose glorious from the 
dead. 

Jesus ceuld rise from the dead 
because He is God, the Master of 
ife and death. And, because we 
are all God’s children, we, too, will 
rise glorious from the dead some 
day. Jesus has promised us that. 

But we must really be children 
of God. We must show that we 
are by doing all that children of 
God should do. Everlasting hap- 
piness in Heaven is a great reward; 
but, like all other precious things, 
it is not to be had without werkmg 
for it. God has given us many 
things to enjoy in this world, but 
He’ did not put us here just to have 
a good time. He put us here to 
work our way to Heaven. 

For, even if we live to be ninety 
or a hundred years old, that will be 
only a minute compared to the time 
without end that comes after our 
bodies die. Se we would be very 
foolish indeed to think that this hfe 
here on earth is the most impor- 
tant thing. No, the most impeor- 
tant thing is our heavenly life, and 
we are here in the world to work 
for that.

The epistle 
is part of a letter which St. Paul 
wrote to the people living in Cor- 
inth. (Corinth is a city in the 
country of Greece.) Perhaps you 
know that the Greeks used to think 
a great deal of strong bodies, and 
that they had many games, races 
and contests. The winners were 
usually given wreaths, or crowns, 
of laurel leaves. 


When St. Pan] wrote this letter 
to the Corinthians, he reminded 
them that they should work for 
strong souls as well as strong bed- 
ies. The Greek runners worked 
hard to win the race—practiced 
every day, went to bed early, and 
ate only such food as would make 
their muscles strong. All this, just 
to receive a crown of laurel leaves 
that would soon fade and wither. 


But, says St. Paul, we are all 
running a much bigger race. Our 
whole lives are like a race. The 
prize is Heaven, and the crown we 
receive there will never fade and 
wither. Soa how much more care 
should we take in running this race? 
We must take care of our souls as 
the runner takes care of his body, 
so that we may win this race of 
life and receive the heavenly 
crown. “So run that you may ob 
tain the prize,” he says. 

That would be a good verse for 
our calendars, wouldn’t it? And 
how about this one from the gos- 
pel: “Call the laborers and pay 
them their hire, beginning from 
the last even to the first.”
